Former Elba attorney indicted 
by federal grand jury

An attorney who practiced law in 
Elba for a short time /as been indict- 
ed on federal drug charges. 

Attorney David Harrison, an at- 
torney presently practicing law in 
Geneva, AL, has been indicted by a 
federal grand jury on the charge to 
distribute methamphetamines in Cof- 
fee and Geneva counties. 

Harrison was arrested on January 
9, 1997 on the federal indictment. 

The indictment alleges that. Harri- 
son entered into a methamphemine 
conspiracy with a variety of individ- 
uals who are currently facing feder- 
al charges in a se) case, 

Harrison’s arrest came as a result 
of a continuing federal investigation 
of drug trafficking in Southeast Ala- 
bama. 

In November, officials arrested 
four Geneva and three Coffee 
County residents on charges of con- 


spiracy to possess with intent to dis- 
tribute methamphetamine, 

Charged at that time were Roger 
Wise, Dennis Weatherford, Dennis 
Weeks, Henry Swedberg, Bobby 
Henderson, Alex Tew, and Danny 
Earl Mitchum. 

Harrison's initial appearance was 
held in the Federal Courthouse in 
Montgomery. At that time, he was 
released on bond. 

Harrison’s arraignment was set 
for January 16, and his trial is sched- 
uled for March 3, 1997, If convicted, 
he faces a minimum five-year sen- 
tence and a maximum sentence of 
twenty years in prison. 

The investigation leading to the 
arrests was conducted jointly by the 
Drug Enforcement Administration, 
the Alabama Alcohol Beverage and 
Control Board, and the Alabama Bu- 
reau of Investigation. These agencies 
were assisted by the Geneva County 
and Coffee County Sheriff Depart- 
ments. :

the voter’s last known address, 

“Voters that receive postcards 
don’t have to do anything. The fact 
that the postcard arrived verifies thet 
the address information for the voter 
is correct,” Secretary Bennett said. 
“The postcards that are returned as 
undeliverable will give us a potential 
list of voters who have died, moved 
out of state, or just need their ad- 
dress information updated.” 

Voters whose postcards are re- 
turned because the address informa- 
tion is not correct will be sent a sec- 
ond, forwardable mailing in May 
with a detachable, postage-paid post- 
card that allows the voter to update 
his or her address information, 

Voters included in that second 
mailing who do not return updated 
address information will be listed as 
inactive on the voter lists. Inactive 
voters that show up at the polls will 
have to update their address informa- 
tion at the polling place before they 
can cast their ballot. Inactive voters 
can also update their address infor- 
mation before an election by going 
to their local Board of Registrars. In- 
active voters who do not update dur- 
ing an election or on their own out- 
side of an election by January of 
2001 will be removed from the voter 
lists. This program is administered in 
conjunction with the Office of the 
Voter Registration. 

“This program could remove as 
many as 500,000 dead or relocated 
voters from our voter lists,” Secre- 


tary of State Bennett said. “This pro- . 


gram will give us clean, accurate 
voter lists in the 21s Century, some- 
thing we have not had for much of 
the 20th Century.”

Elba Council approves purchase of two police cars 


By Ferrin Cox, Publisher 

The Elba City Council agreed 
Monday evening to purchase two 
new police cars, replacing two of the 
oldest being used at present. The 
also voted to pay for a 2nd hand po- 
lice car being used by the DARE 
program. The vehicle was purchased 
from the State of Alabama surplus 
yard, 

Police Chief Ronnie Whitworth 
responded to Council member Ben 
Carpenter’s question of “How many 
cars will you park if we approve this 
action” with a promise to take one 
off the road for every new vehicle 
they purchase. 

Whitworth told the council that 
all but two of the police cars have 
well over 100,000 miles. He ex- 
plained that these are hard miles, be- 
cause police car engines often con- 
tinue to idle, even when the officer is 
out of the car checking licenses, 
working accidents, etc. 

The council gave City Clerk Don- 
nic Morrow approval to solicit bids 
on a new street sweeper. These bids 
will be opened on February 27th. 
Specifications on the new sweeper 
are available from the clerk’s office. 

The council also gave final ap- 
proval to a revised personnel man- 
ual, This new manual has been under 
review for over a year. Mayor James 
Grimes said, “This is not a perfect 
personnel manual, but is a great im- 
provement over what we had. Also, 
we can add to or delete as nec- 
essary.” 


Grimes recommended the council 
make permanent the appointment of 
Billy Meck as Street Superintendent. 
The council approved the action on a 
3-2 vote. 

At the beginning of this ad- 
ministration, the council voted to ap- 
point Meck to the position on a tem- 
porary basis, subject to performance 
review within six months. 

Grimes said, ‘He (Meck) has co- 
operated with us. He gets along good 
with the employees and does every- 
thing we ask of him.” 

Opposing the appointment were 
council members Winzell Gray and 
Ronnie Hammond. After the meet- 
ing both explained they had earlier 
committed to another individual for 
the position. 

The council heard an insurance 
proposal from Ronnie Young of SE 
Insurance & Real Estate. Three dif- 
ferent insurance proposals have been 
given to the city. Council members 
voted for the Mayor, City Clerk and 
City Attorney Jeff Kelley review the 
proposals and select a policy. 

The council went into a short ex- 
ecutive session at the request of the 
city attorney. Following the five 
minute session, council members 
voted unanimously to reject a 
$100,000 injury claim from Sondra 
Richardson, of Elba. 

The claim, which must be filed 
before a lawsuit for damages can be 
filed, allege that Richardson was in- 
jured on September 7th, 1996, by 
two Elba police officers who 


Alabama Press Association 
suing Alabama Bar Association 


The Alabama Press Association 
(APA) and five of its member news- 
papers are asking the Montgomery 
County Circuit Court to invalidate 
an Alabama State Bar association 
rule that some local governments use 
to close meetings. 

APA filed the lawsuit on Tues- 
day, January 21, 1997. 

The state bar rule allows local of- 
ficials to meet behind closed doors 
with their lawyers when they need to 
discuss any matter that their lawyer 
thinks should be discussed in secret. 
The bar bases its advice on attorney- 
client confidentiality. 

“The rule contradicts a 1993 Ala- 
bama Supreme Court ruling in Dunn 
v. Alabama State University Board 
of Trustees that allows governin 
bodies to meet in closed session wi 
their lawyers only to discuss law- 
Suits that are already filed,” APA 
general counsel Dennis Bailey said. 

“Editors around the state say that 


it is not uncommon for some local 
governments to close meetings to 
meet with their lawyers for just 
about any reason,” APA Executive 
Director Bill Keller said. “And they 
cite the bar’s rule.” 

“Even under its 1993 ruling, how- 
ever, the Supreme Court said that 
city councils, county commissions, 
school boards and other governing 
bodies can’t make a decision behind 
closed doors after meeting with their 
lawyers, nor can they discuss the 
lawyer’s advice behind closed 
doors,” Bailey said, 

As written, the state open meet- 
ings law allows state governing bod- 
ies to close their meetings for only 
one reason: to discuss good name 
and character of an individual.

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Commission agrees to tear down courthouse

The majority of Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Commis- 
sion centered around the new court- 


house in Enterprise and the highway, 


department. 

Dr. Bruce Donaldson, chairman 
of the Coffee County Public Build- 
ing Authority, presented an outline 
of a tentative schedule for the con- 
Struction of the new Enterprise 
Courthouse. 

The Authority hopes to bid the 
project in February - Marchi, begin 
construction in May, and occupy the 
facility by June of 1998. 

Donaldson, with the assistance of 
Joe Donofro from the architectural 
firm designing the courthouse, 
showed commissioners the latest 
plans on the new facility. 

The two men briefly went over 
the layout of the structure floor-by- 
floor with the commissioners. 

Donaldson told commissioners 
that he had hoped to leave the plans 
with them for their review; however, 
he noted that they were needed in a 
meeting with officials from the Ad- 
ministrative Offices of the Court. 

They, the CCPBA, is hoping to 
receive assistance from the AOC in 
furnishing the new courtrooms as 
well as security measures that will 
be taken in the new facility. 

After reviewing the plans, Do- 
naldson told commissioners that the 
Authority, after talking with the ar- 
chitects and building contractors, felt 
that it would be more advantageous, 
and cost effective, to demolish the 


present structure before beginning 
construction of the new one. 

He explained that it would allow 
the new courthouse to be built closer 
to the front of the property thus re- 


guiring less fill dirt which in tum 


would save-moniey. 

Donaldson also asked that the 
county participate in the demolition 
of the old structure. 

“Any savings that we can incur 
now is only transmitted back to the 
county commission and county gov- 
emment as we go along,” said Do- 
naldson. 


Donofro estimated that the razing 
of the structure could possibly result 
in a savings of $75,000 to $80,000 in 
the construction cost of the new 
courthouse. 

This move will require the tempo- 
rary relocation of the county offices 
and courts now housed in the old fa- 
cility. Donaldson told commission- 
ers that individuals were presently 
working on finding facilities to serve 
as temporary offices. 

It was requested by Donaldson 
that the commission act on this mat- 
ter as soon as possible since this in- 


formation would have to be known 
before the bid requests could be sent 
out to various building contractors. 
After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the commission voted unani- 
mously to supper the Authority in 
proceeding with the razing of the old 
courthouse and debris removal. 
Decisions on where and when 
county offices will be relocated will 
be made in the very near future,

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Adverse weather causes anxious moments

County schools follow essentially 
the same procedure as described 
above. Each school in the county has 
a weather alert radio which is moni- 
tored on a regular basis. 

Dr. Linda Ingram, principal of 
Zion Chapel High School, stated that 
last year, her students and faculty ac- 
tually experienced a tornado warning 
and moved into the safe areas. They 
were there about thirty minutes. 

Although some areas to the north 
(Pike County) suffered some high 
wind damage no tornado or high 
wind damage occurred locally.

2.) Confirm the arrangements 
with the family member or person in 
charge of the estate; 

3.) Ask the individual or compa- 
ny representative for a written esti- 
mate of tasks to be done and exactly 


how much it will cost; 

4.) Ask the individual or compa- 
ny representative when the job is to 
be started and completed; 

5.) Prior to their leaving, obtain a 
company address and telephone 
number along with the name of the 


person who did the work;

ELIMINATING A NEW FEDERAL TAX ON ALABAMA STUDENTS 


It is no secret that a college edu- 
cation is more expensive now than 
ever. Newsweek magazine reports 
that tuition at private colleges has 
increased 95 percent since 1984 and 
82 percent at public institutions. 
These costs are making it he der and 
harder for parents to send their chil- 
dren to college. 

To combat the skyrocketing cost 
of a college education, many states, 
including Alabama, have developed 
prepaid tuition funds. These funds 
allow parents to make a tax-free in- 
vestment with the state, years in ad- 
vance of their child’s enrollment in 
college, with the guarantee that the 
child’s full tuition will be paid for by 
the state when he or she enrolls in 
college. 

However, a little-known provi- 
sion was attached to the minimum

wage bill, signed by President Clinton 
last year, which will impose a new tax 
on students participating in prepaid 
tuition programs. It provided that 
when a student enrolls in college un- 
der a prepaid tuition plan, the student 
must pay taxes on the difference be- 
tween the value of the tuition costs 
(which are paid by the state) and the 
amount his or her parent paid for the 
contract. I attempted to offer an 
amendment last year to strike this pro- 
vision from the minimum wage bill, 
but Senate procedure prohibited 
amendments from being offered to 
this bill.

priority by including it in their edu- 
cation package. It is my hope that 
we can eliminate this new tax before 
it ever hits most Alabama students, 
Already, this generation is facing a 
lifetime of enormous taxes to pay off 
a $5 trillion national debt, and I do 
not think it is right to ask them to sac- 
rifice more with a new tax on their 
tuition expenses, I will continue to 
fight any efforts to increase taxes on 
Alabama's college students, and | am 
optimistic that we will be successful 
in repealing this new tuition tax.

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Tullis interprets this decision as giv 
ing him the right to bypass the state 
and negotiate directly with the U.S, 
Interior Department. To see how 
other states interpreted the ruling, I 
attempted to contact the office of 
the governor in 47 states. None of 
those that responded indicated that 
the Court's decision reduced its abili- 
ty to influence whether casino gam- 
bling would be legalized on tribal 
lands. 

State attorney generals also disa- 
gree with Tullis’ interpretation. At- 
torney General Jeff Sessions wrote 
that Congress never gave the federal 
agency power to override the wishes 
of states that oppose casinos. Nelson 
pt ath executive director of the 
Conference of Western Attorney 
Generals, states, “The decision um- 
plicity rejects the suggestion...that 
tribes in the absence of a compact 
could go directly to the Secretary of 
Interior for relief.” 

Even if the Secretary of the Interi- 
or circumvented state's rights and 
approved casino gambling on tribal 
lands, Alabama could challenge the 
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authority of the Interior Department, 
obliging the Supreme Court to settle 
the matter once and for all, 

In the midst of Tullis’ repeated 
boasts of eminent success, we need 
fo remember that casinos, even Indi- 
an-operated ones, are forbidden un- 
der Alabama’s Constitution.

INTERCESSION 


Intercession may be defined as holy, believing, persevering prayer whereby 
someone pleads with God on behalf of another or others who desperately 
need God's intervention. During His earthly ministry, Jesus prayed for mul- 
titudes whom He came to seek and to save. He wept in brokenness over the 
city of Jerusalem. He prayed for his disciples, both individually and as a 
group. He even prayed for His enemies while He was hanging on the cross, 


A present aspect of Christ’s ministry is to intercede on our behalf before the 
throne of God. For this reason, John calls Jesus our “advocate” with the Fa- 
ther, i.e. one who pleads our case. Christ’s intercession is essential to our 
salvation; without His grace, mercy and help mediated to us through His in- 
tercession, we would fall away from God and once again become enslaved 
to sin. 


The Holy Spirit is also involved in intercession. Paul states, “We know not 
what we should pray for as we Ought, but the Spirit itself maketh interces- 
sion for us with groanings which cannot be uttered” (Rom. 8:26) The Holy 
Spirit through the human spirit of the believer intercedes “according to the 
will of God.” Thus, Christ intercedes for the believer in heaven; the Spirit 
intercedes within the believer on earth. 


Just as Christ and the Holy Spirit are constantly interceding for us, it be- 
comes the believer’s res nsibility to intercede for the lost, Parents and oth- 
ers are to intercede with Jesus on the behalf of loved ones. Parents plead 
with Jesus to heal their sick children and for deliverance from the tempta- 
tion of evil. Churches are to intercede for the Spiritual well-being of their 
pastors as well as the churcli’s ministry in reaching the lost, confused, un- 
concerned, troubled, oppressed, etc., of her community. 


The voice of the Lord can still be heard as spoken in 2 Chronicles 7:14, “If 
my people, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves and ray 
and seek my face and turn from their wicked ways, then will I hear korn 
heaven and will forgive their sin and heal their land.” When God's four 
conditions for revival and restoration are met, then God’s threefold prom- 
ise of revival will be fulfilled. (1) God will turn His anger away from His 
people, listen to their desperate cry and be attentive to their prayer. (2) God 
will forgive His people, cleanse them from their sins and resiore His favor, 
presence, peace, truth, righteousness and power among them. (3) God will 

eal His people and their land by again pouring out rain (physical favor and 
spiritual blessings) and Holy Spirit (spiritual awakening among the cove- 
nant people and among the spiritually lost). 


God’s call to the believers in Elba is to intercede for the lost so that we may 

experience this outpouring of His physical favor and spiritual blessings.

Guidelines for safe cooking 
for large numbers 


Events such as spaghetti suppers 
to raise money for the high school 
band or church suppers are common 
here in Coffee County, However, for 
those of us supervising these everits 
or cooking for them, it’s important 
to remember some basic food safety 
Lips. 

If you'll be cooking large quanti 
lies of food ahead of time, you 
should divide the cooked food into 
smaller containers for storage in the 
refrigerator. This will help bring the 
food's temperature down more rap 
idly than if left in large pots. For 
foods such as turkeys, hams or 
roasts, cook them completely. Then 
carve the meat for service and refrig 
erate until needed. Remember poten- 
tial illness-causing bacteria multiply 
rapidly at temperatures between 40 
and 140 degrees, 

If people are bringing cooked 
food before the event, ensure that 
there is adequate space to refrigerate 
all foods or ask them to keep foods 
refrigerated at home and bring in just 
before the supper. Cooked perisha- 
ble foods should be left at room tem- 
perature for no more than two hours 
and in hot weather, the time drops to 
one hour. 

If you will be cooking on site, 
make sure that you and all helpers 
wash hands with hot water and anti- 
bacterial soap. Stress the importance 
of washing hands before and after 
handling raw meat, poultry or sea- 
food. Reserve one cutting board for 
meat preparation and use another for 
preparing vegetables and fruits. 
Wash boards in hot, soapy water and 
then sanitize these with commercial 
antibacterial solutions or a chlorine 
bleach and water solution. Rinse 
boards thoroughly after you sanitize 
them.

Dry beans offer tasty 
alternative to meat 


The latest Dietary Guidelines en- 
courage us to a diet that is low in 
both fat and cholesterol. 

Dry beans, peas and lintels can 
be used in a variety of ways to 
create tasty meatless entrees or en- 
trees with a small amount of meat. 
You could make a hearty chili with 
kidney or pinto beans or cook up a 
pot of thick bean soup. If you like 
entrees with a little spice to them, 
you could try red beans and rice, 

Whatever recipe you decide to 
make, there are a few things to re- 
member when preparing dried bearis 
or peas. 

You should wash your beans or 
peas in cold water and sort out any 
bad ones, Soak the dried beans in 
water before cooking. Bring them to 
a boil for two minutes and then al- 
low to soak at least one hour or 
overnight. 

To make them easier to digest, 
drain the soaking liquid and cook 
the beans in fresh water. 

To reduce foaming during cook- 
ing, add one and one-half teaspoons 
of vegetable oil for each cup of 
dried beans or peas. Boil for a few 
minutes until foaming has de- 
creased. Then cover, reduce heat 
and boil gently until tender.

My Friend the Goober 

My Hero! The Goober! You 
might ask how a lowly ground pea 
could be my hero? Let me tell you 
how. Back around 1860 most of the 
people in Coffee County, including 
my family, were farmers. Most of 
their farms were less than 140 acres. 
The only crop grown for money was 
cotton. Cotton was King of the 
South, until 1892 when a mean, six- 
legged insect known as the Mexican 
Boll Weevil crossed the Rio Grande 
River irito Texas and started destroy- 
ing the cotton kingdom. But “a man 
of vision” had preparations to deal 
with this bug well underway. In 
1896 George Washington Carver 
was doing extensive research and de- 
velopment on the peanut in Tuske- 
gee. He felt the soil and climate of 
the South were ideal growing condi- 
tions for peanuts. 

Another man who foresaw the 
danger of a one-crop economic sys- 
tern was John Pittman, He was a 
county extension agent in 1911 who 
began campaigning for a program of 
diversification of crops. He strongly 
favored the peanut as his crop of 
choice. 

Then in 1915 destruction struck 
Coffee County. The mean little wee- 
vil had made his way into our back- 
yard. In one year he hav caused a de- 
crease in cotton production by 60%. 
The farmers tried to hold on and 
planted cotton the following year. 
But the weevil was tougher causing 
85-90% damage to the cotton crop. 
Everybody faced bankruptcy, with 
the bankers left “holding the bag”. 
H.M., Sessions saw the need for a re- 
placement cash gs He ordered 
seed peanuts frorm South Carolina 
and got C.W. Boston to plant 100 
acres as an experimental crop with 
the agreement that Sessions would 
buy back the harvest. Ye also ar- 
ranged for the first peanut picker to 
be Brought in for the job first 
crop produced 8,000 bushels of pea- 
nuts at a dollar per bushel or a gross 
income of $8,000, R.C. Conner ex- 
tended the market for peanuts by 
signing contracts with the surround. 
ing farmers for their crops. He be 
carne the first manufacturer of pea 
nut oii in the state of Alabarna. By 
1918 the first World War had creat 
ed a need for oil and fat and the 
economy was on the rise. Mr. Goo- 
ber dethroned King Cotton with the 


help of the weevil. In 1932 L.H. Ses- 
sions and J.H. Sessions manufac- 
tured the first peanut butter in Enter- 
prise. Then in 1937 they produced 
their first peanut oil. The company 
now employs over 300 people with a 
payroll of about $1,000,000 per year. 

The Goober saved my family 
from destruction years ago and even 
though we no longer farm we still 
enjoy the economic structure devel- 
oped by the peanut and the many de- 
licious peanut products. That is why 
Mr. Goober is my Hero and yes, 
even Mr. Weevil has found a place 
in my heart for his contribution in 
peanut history. We forgive him for 
destroying our cotton, but we have 
built a monument to him for opening 
our eyes. “In the face of adversity, 
diversify.”

Be safe - develop a family fire escape plan

People die in residential fires 
every year. The seconds you take 
trying to figure the way out of your 
burning home can mean the diffe, 
ence between life and death. 

For your family's safety, develop 
a fire escape plan and practice it. 
First, draw a floor plan of your 
home. Include on it significant out 
side features such as your driveway 
and any large trees, 

Next, locate a primary and secon- 
dary escape route from every room. 
Draw these routes on your plan. 

Establish a designated meeting 
place outside the house so all farnily 
members can be accounted for easi- 
ly. Choose a site such as the mail- 
box or the end of the drive that 
wouldn't be too close to a burning 
Structure, Mark this meeting point 
on your plan. 

Now, go through your home and 
make sure all escape routes are clear 
and easily accessible. Doors and 
windows should open easily. Win- 


dow screens should be easy to re 
move or force out. Keep hallways 
uncluttered 

Make sure everyone in the family 
knows who is responsible for help 
ing younger children and any others 
who might have trouble with the es 
cape routes. Emphasize that once 
out of the home, no one should re 
enter the building, no matter the sit 
uation. 

Appoint someone to go to a 
neighbor's home to call the fire de 
partment. Memorize the number if 
you don’t have 911 service, 

Review the plan with all family 
members, Hold apn drills regu- 
larly, Change the location of the 
“fire” so the family must practice 
using secondary escape routes 

Even a well-rehearsed escape 
plan can't keep a family safe alone. 
Make sure you have smoke detec- 
tors installed. correctly throughout 
your home, Check the batteries 
monthly and replace twice a year.

Avoid firewood pests during winter months

Many homeowners will be bring- 
ing firewood inside to burn in the 
fireplace. However, when you bring 
firewood inside, you may also be 
bringing in pests. 

Most pests living in firewood are 
not a threat to people or furniture. 
The pests can be a nuisance as they 
emerge from the wood and begin to 
crawl or fly about the house. 

Some of the pests that may hitch 
a ride inside on firewood are ter- 
mites, eg ee beetles, and car- 
penter ants, Usually these pests will 
not infest structural wood or furni- 


ture inside the home. Centipedes, 
pillbugs, ground beetles, spiders, 
scorpions, and wood cockroaches 
may hide or overwinter beneath bark 
and also may emerge from wood 
brought inside, 

You can control firewood pests 
by good management of the fire- 
wood. Don't spray the wood with in- 
secticides because harmful vapors 
can result when the wood is burned. 
Also burn older wood first to shorten 
the tire infestations could establish. 

Only bring in the amount of wood 
you plan to burn immediately or 
within a few hours. By storing fire- 


wood for extended periods inside the 
home, garage or basement, you give 
pests hiding in the wood time to 
emerge within the structure. 

Keep your woodpile away from 
the house and off the ground. Fire: 
wood stacked against the side of a 
building can create a moisture prob- 
lem because of a lack of ventilation. 
This can provide a direct, hidden 
route for termites and carpenter anits 
lo enter the structure. 


Beware of household hazardous wastes

A household hazardous waste is 
any material discarded from the 
home that may, because of its chem- 
ical nature, pose a threat to human 
health or the environment when han- 
dled improperly. These wastes can 
be solids, liquids, or gases and differ 
from other household wastes in that 
they are toxic, corrosive, caustic, ~ 
flammable, reactive, or explosive, 

When disposed of inappropriate- 
ly, these products can pollute 
groundwater or air. Inappropriate 
disposal methods include pouring 
them into septic tanks, spreading 
them on the ground, washing them 
down storm drains, pouring ther 
into sanitary sewers and discarding 
thern in trash that goes to landfills or 
incinerators. 

Chemicals that are hazardous to 
use must be labeled with their haz- 
ardous properties. Some of those 
properties are: 

*Flammable or ignitable, such as 
solvents made from petroleum dis 
tillates. 

“Corrosive, 
bases. 

*Reactive or explosive, such as 
pressurized containers.

Water: One of Alabama’s most 
important resources

Here in Coffee County and 
around the Wiregrass area water and 
water quality is extrernely important 
to all residents. This is true whether 
you are a rural resident or you live in 
a town. 

Alabama has 12 major river sys- 
terns, 40,600 miles of rivers and 
streams, and 348,826 acres of estuar- 
ies. Estuaries are arrns of the Guif of 
Mexico that extend inland to meet 
the mouth of a river. 

Alabama also has 50 miles of sea- 
shore. One of the most startling facts 
is that 10% of all the water in the en- 
tire United States is in Alabarna. 

Nationwide, it is estirnated that 
each person uses between 100 and 
170 gallons of water each day. Some 

le will use close to a | as or 
Detter just to brush their teeth. 

Every day throughout the world 
we use 90 billion gallons of water 
and of the water we use worldwide, 
only about 1% is available for our 
use. That would mean that around 
90% or better is ground water stored 
in underground lakes and aquifers. 

There are several sources of pol- 
lution. One of the biggest and one 
many times not thought of is urban 
run-off. This would include autormo- 
bile by-products, rubber tires, and 
these types of things, This particular 
form of water pollution is becorning 
greater and greater as towns get larg- 
er, 

Another source of lution is 
households. This would include gar- 
den pesticides, paint products, deter- 
gents, ete, 

Agricultural practices sometimes 
cause water pollution. However, a 
study testing water in very high agri- 
cultural run-off areas found no 
chemicals or problerns. In fact, there 
are many environmentaiists who be- 
lieve the farmers are doing a better 


job than almost any group in polic- 
ing up after themselves. They cer- 
tainly are regulated more than any 
Doe Households, in many states, 
ave posed the most broad-based 
sources of water pollution. 

Construction sites with soil ero- 
sion and durtiped building materials 
can cause water pollution. Also, fo- 
restry practices can cause water pol- 
lution with tree tops in strearns, etc. 

The big question in everyone's 
mind is, “Will our water always be 
safe?” We owe it to ourselves and to 
our children to do our part to insure 
that we preserve our creeks, strearns, 
rivers, oceans, ponds, and all other 
sources of water. 

As we look across the state of Al- 
abama, we see the many ‘lifferent ac- 
tivities that affect water and its puri- 
ty. We all must realize that it is 
everyone's responsibility to find 
ways in which we can protect the 
quality of the water we so desperate- 
ly depend on.

*The name and address of the 
manufacturer, distributor, packer, or 
seller. 

*A description of the hazards in- 
volved in using the product, such as

“irritant to the eyes or skin”, “vapor 
harmful”, “flammable”, “corrosive” 
or “absorbed through skin” 

*Precautions of what should be 
done to avoid the hazard. 

*Instructions for safe handling 
and storage. 

*First-aid instrictions, when nec- 
essary and appropriate. 

*The statement, “Keep Out of 
Reach of Children’. 

The best way to dispose of house- 
hold chemicals is not to dispose of 
them, but to use them up. If you 
can’t use them, give them to a 
friend, neighbor or organization that 
might use them, Leave the products 
in their original containers with the 
correct labels. If no one can use 
them, store them safely while learn- 
ing the best method of disposal. 
Some products must be saved and 
taken to a site where hazardous 
wastes are collected. Take the time 
to make the right decision.

January Garden 
Tips 
by George Tabb, County Agent 

Even though it's winter, there's 
always work in the garden 

Plant apple, peach aid pear trees 
now as well as grape vines. Plant 
shrubs and trees now. Spray all your 
deciduous shrubbery with a dormant 
Oil spray to control diseases and in 
sects. Be sure to follow all label di 
rections, 

Have a soil test done of your lawr 
so you can plan your fertilization 
program early before it begins to 
green up. If you're having trouble 
with winter weeds, remove by hand 
or use the appropriate herbicide. Re 
member to read and follow all label 
instructions. Changing some of your 
cultural practices could help you 
control weeds, Contact us here at the 
county extension office for more in 
formation on this topic. 

If you want to add roses to the 
garden, make your selections and 
plant now. 

Hardy annuals can be planted 
now. Also, late plantings of most 
Dutch bulbs will flower this spring if 
planted now. 

If the weather is too harsh to 
work outside and you've still got the 
gardening fever, take some time to 
look over the new seed catalogs and 
begin planning your spring garden. 
You may decide to plant an early 
Spring garden with vegetables that 
can't handle our hot summer weath 
er. Good vegetables to include 
would be spinach, Swiss chard and 
leaf lettuces among others.

reviewed the pros and cons of a 4-10 
(four days at 10 hours per week) 
work week with the commissioners. 

He pointed out that the corm 
pressed work week had several ad 
vantages - reduced absenteeism, in- 
creased productivity, improved 
employee morale, labor savings (ap- 
proximately $26,000 annually), re- 
duced wear aad tear on equipment 
(approximately $6,000 annually) and 
savings (approximately $5,000 annu- 
ally) to the employee personally, 

Tindell acknowledged that one of 
the main disadvantages to the 4-10 
work week is the reduced visibility 
to the public, 

Coffes County has been on this 
system for more than 11 years, and 
Tindell asked the new commission- 
ers if it met with their approval to 
continue this practice, 

During the discussion, Commis- 
sioner Doug Dalrymple expressed 
his concern about the reduced visi- 
bility of county employees to the cit-

izens of the county. 

Dalrymple and Len Averett cast 
their vote in opposition to continuing 
the 4-10 work week. 

After approval to continue the 
practice, Tindell stated that the 4-10 
work week would begin on March 3 
and end on October 30, 

Tindell presented a map to the 
commissioners for their review with 
all the county roads marked which 
qualify for federal aid funds. He had 
marked the roads which are in need 
of immediate attention. 

He asked that the commission re- 
view and be prepared to make sug- 
gestions concerning which roads 
would be included in the FY 98 pro- 
jects, 

In past years, the county has re- 
ceived approximately $402,000 (80- 
20 percent match money) annually 
in federal aid funds. 

Turning to other matters, Doug 
Ward addressed the commission on 
behalf of the Wiregrass Resource 


Conservation and Development 
Council, 

He gave commissioners a brief 
overview of the organization and re- 
quested their continued support. 

Ward also asked that the commis- 
sion continue its annual contribution 
to the WRCDC in the amount of 
$500.06.
